The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art by Cheng (Investigative Ophthalmology & Visual Science, May 
2000, Vol. 41 , No. 6) does not teach or suggest the treatment of herpes simplex virus-1 
(HSV-1) or CMV retinitis by intravitreally injecting a non-liposomal suspension of 
particles of HDP-cCDV or particles of HDP-P-GCV to the eye. The instantly claimed 
particles which are not liposomes distinguishes the instant invention from the prior art. 
The claimed particles which are not liposomes are therefore novel in treating herpes 
simplex virus-1 (HSV-1) or CMV retinitis. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
